yeai-s  (from  I'-^St)  to  June  ;30.  ISOi)  of  Dem- 
oci-aticrulc,"  and  "the  la,stsix  yeai-s  (from 
1870  U)  IST.'j)  of  Republican  administra- 
tion."  It  calls  the  Latter  period,  "thesis 
years  of  Grant's  nilc.*' 

But  where  were  the  Ropublioa!..-,  dur- 
ing those  '"last  six  yeai«  of  Dcnno'.'mtic 
rule?"  Did  they  not  constitute;  the 
majority  of  the  House,  having  (-ontml 
of  its  committees,  scrutinizing  and  purg- 
uig  the  estimates  of  the  T)emo(?ratic  ex- 
ecutives of  nmoh  of  the  wholesale  comi{v 
tion  and  fraud  whic^h  riotod  throughout 
every  brancli  of  the  public  scrviex;?

Now,  the  arraignment  in  table  "A"'  is  aon 
old  strategeni  of  the  Democracy,  bu^  one 
resorted  to  so  often  as  to  have  lost  s.ij  its 
novelty.     A  brief  history  -will  explavsj  it. 

The  voice  of  the  Democracy  -was  ^vver 
for  war — 'open  war" — so  long  as  the 
prostitution  of  the  blood  and  trea.sure  of 
the  nation  in  wars  of  conquest  inereas^ed, 
advanced,  or  strengthened  the  powe3-  of 
slavery.  It  ettlogized  the  wars  and  war- 
riors, claiming  all  the  glory  for  the  ^De- 
raocracy,  while  repudiating  all  respimsi- 
bility  for  the  obligations  they  inliivtotz 
upon  the  nation.  It  claimed  ail  the  glory 
of  the  war  of  1812  with  England.  deu€'tit!- 
cing  all  as  traitors  who  opposed  it ;  bu"!: 
in  1828"^^  it  denounced  the  administrr,-iiOE 
of  John  Q.  Adams  for  the  payment  of 
a  large  proportion  of  the  debt  -shat 
war  created  :  even  in  the  language 
of  the  pamphlet  under  considera?loni 
denoiu^ced  the  consequent  inerease-  in 
the  annual  expenditures  as  evidence;'  oi" 
administrative  extravagance,  ccrruptMJB, 
and  fraud.  But  the  most  di.-reptTtftbIe- 
instance  of  this  trickery  occurred  during: 
the  administration  of  ]\Iillai-d  Fillm{>ve.. 
The  Mexican  War,  in  1846,  which  c&st  the 
nation  the  lives  of  2.-),000  of  its  citizeiivS — a& 
many  wounded — .some  of  them  maimet^i  for- 
life — and  hundreds  of  millions  of  trea;m  re,. 
was  peculiarly  a  Democratic  war,  iniiif.tecl: 
upon  the  nation  by  the  usurpation  of  The- 
war  power  by  James  K.  Polk,  at  the  divta- 
tion  of  the  Proslavery  Propaganda-  V: 
claimed  all  the  glory  of  the  war,  ibe- 
renown   acquired   by   the   gallantry    iitiGi

Khiil  of  our  aims,  the  popular  eclat  at- 
tendiug  the  cxtcusion  of  the  boundaries  of 
the  Republic,  but  reitudiatcd  all  the  linan- 
cial  bnrdeus  that  it  created.  lloueo, 
at  the  close  of  Mr.  Fillmore's  admini.stra- 
tioji,  .just  before  the  presidential  election 
of  18.")2.  Mr. Hunter,  of  Viri,Mnia,  chairman 
of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee,  and  !^en- 
ator  Gwiun,  of  California,  takiufj  the 
"Finance  Keports  "  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  and  chargint;  a;^ainst  the 
administration  the  liabilities  gro\vin<^  out 
of  the  Mexican  war.  which  <^reatly  swelled 
T.be  annual  expenses,  denounced  the  con- 
sequent apparent  increase  in  current  ex- 
penses as  evidence  of  mi.srule,  extrava- 
<:ance,  corru))tion,  and  fraud.  > 

They  arraifjncd  Mr.  Fillinore,  as  Gen  I 
■■•ant    in   now   arrairjned.,  for  the  conse- 
miencea  of  their  oicn  Democratic  crimes." 

But  Senator  Pcarco,  of  ]\Iaryland,  in  re-  i 
ply.   taking   their  arraignment,  with   the  1 
ofdcial  rcp(.>i-ts,  and  separating  and  deduct-  | 
ing  from  the  legitimate  items  of  current, 
exi)onditure  those  which,  directly  and   in- 
cident;illy,  grew  out  of  the  Mexican  war,  ; 
exposed   IIuntcr"s    and    Cwhm's   trick — ' 
convicted   them  of  inicpiitou.sly  charging 
against  Mr.  Fillmore  the   expenses  which  ^ 
attciided  the  liquidation  of  the  burdens  in- ; 
fiicted   upon   the    nation    by    Democratic, 
crime  I     That  is  also  the  trick  of  the  fore- 
going table  "A."  In  itisashowing.pretend- 
edly,  of  the  comparative  "exi/en.ses  of  the  ' 
Government"  during  the  two  periods — the 
relative  cofit  to  the  nation  of  Kepublican  ' 
and  Democratic  rule — and  '"the  increase; 
beyond  all  necessity"  in  the  Kepublican  as  ' 
comixued  v.ith  the  Democratic  i)eriod.    It , 
nevertheless  with  characteristic  dishonesty  ; 
striices  from  tlie  Democratic  period  all  the  [ 
liabilities    giowuig   out  of   the    Mexican  j 
war,    thus    leducing    greatly  the    aggi-c- 
gate  and  annual  avenige  of  the   Demo- 
cratic   period;  but    tlic    figures    charged 
to  "Grant's  i-ule  "  are  as  enigmatical  as 
t.be  Cabala.     Whence  come  they?    Noth- [ 
iug  m  the  crflicial  Finance  Reiwit-s  warrant  j 
or  explain  them  upon  any  theory  suggested 
by  the  pamphlet.     Jiesides,  the  ligures  of 
the  Democratic  period  are  given  uj^on  a 
gold  basis,  while  those  of  the  Republican  I 
are  given  upon  that  of  a  paper  currencj'. 
But  the  statemcuts of  table  '•B''arc  nearer 
the  actual  relative  amounts.    Rcstormg  to 
the  Democratic  pcri.id  the  amounts  elimi-  ! 
natedby  the  pamphlet,  then  deductingfrom  ]

curred  directly  ui  consequence  of  theDem- 1 
oci^atic  rebellion,  and  reducing  the  seveiul  I 
totals  to  the  gold  standard  of  their  respec- ' 
uve  dates,  (.lune  80  of  the  iliflerent  years,  as 
iQ  .statement  "B,")  an  approximate  of  the 
relative  cost  of  the  two  periods  will  be  seen, 
but  only  an  approxunato,  for  t^ie  total  of 
tlie  Republican  peiiod  will  still  be  greatly 
iE  excess  of  the  exact   amount,  from  the 
fact  that  all    the  rebellion  liabilities  do 


not  api>car  in  detiiil  in  the  Finance  Re- 
jKu-t.s,  but  many  of  them  are  included  ii 
aggregates  under  gi'Ueral  headings. 

But  even  these  ligures  of  "Gnmt's 
rule,"  besides  embracing  necessarily,  at 
exi)lained  above, heavy  items  llowingdirectr 
ly  from  the  Rebellion,  include  all  the  exti-a- 
ordinary  expendituifs  for  harbor  and  liver 
improvemi-nts,  for  forts  and  fort ilicat ions, 
the  ereetron  of  new  buildings  for  the  State, 
War  and  Navy  Departments,  and  other 
similar  items — most  of  tjiem  cxprnditureE 
for  permanent  works  of  valuable  impiovc- 
ments  intended  to  last,  not  merely  through 
"Grant's  rule,"'  but  through  generations, 
and  aggregating  in  the  Finance  Reports  for 
"the  six  years  from  1870  to  IST.'i," 
$'.)!l,71(i,.-.!)4.3T.  If  we  deduct  these  ex- 
tniordinary  from  the  current  expenditures 
of  "Grant's  rule,"  the  ar/grcgate  for  the 
period  joill  be  ■f;4^'^:?,SS0,750.S!t,  instead  of 
■^S^?,  173, 103.54,  as  charged  in  table  "yl," 
and  ■f::?7,7C/3,lo3.J0  les.s  than  the  aggregate 
of  the  "Ja.s'<  six  years  of  Democratic  rule'P 
the  annual  average  of  '■'Grant's  period'''' 
will  be-f!73,S13,4-JS.4S,  instead  of  $140,302,- 
1S3.92,  as  charged  in  table  "^4,"  and 
■^4,03:2,102.22  i.V-i^iithan  the  annual  average 
of  ^'thc  last  six  years  of  Democratic  rule." 

But  the  tnie  statement  of  Democi-atic 
co.st  to  the  nation,  the  only  one  from  which 
the  people  may  approxmiately  realize  the 
appalling  niagnitnde  of  even  the  financiaJ 
eonsequences  of  Democratic  rule,  is  the 
following,  which  shows,  in  comparison 
with  the  period  from  18.')6  to  18(jl,  the  net 
ordinary  expenditures  of  the  last  six  years, 
including  pensions  and  the  interest  on  the 
public  debt,  every  dollar  of  which,  out- 
side of  the  current  expenses  for  the  actual, 
machinery  of  Government,  is  directly 
or  indirectly  chargeable  to  Democratic 
i-ebelliou  and  mi-srule:

It  should  always  be  borne  in  mhul  that

as  explained  above,  from  "Gi-ant's  rule," 
were  all  cllsbni-sed  under  the  engJneers  of 
the  army  and  na\'y,  against  the  integrity  of 
fiebom  as  a  class  not  even  this  Democratic 
pamphlet  dares  to  insinuate  a  word,  and 
leaves  charged  against  tlie  administration 
all  the  heavy  items,  also  extraordinary 
^  expensevS,  for  improvements  in  the  Dis- 
tiict  of  Columbia,  and  under  which  the 
paanphlet,  in  its  va^c  and  general  way, 
charges  without  the  coiToboratiou  of  a  single 
specitic  fact,  all  m  anner  of  corruption,  fraud, 
and  rings;  and  also  includes  the  expendi- 
tui-es  attendmg  the  necsesarily  heavy  in- 
crease in  the  pei-sonnel  and  material 
of  the  army  and  navy,  the  increased 
expenditures  for  the  new  Indidn  service, 
and  those  of  all  of  the  executive  depai-t- 
Hients — aggregating  many  millions. 

Are  administrative  triumphs  so  grand  as 
these  evidences  of  systematic  extravagance, 
coiTuption  and  fraud  ?  If  they  are— if,  there- 
foi'e,  extravagance,  corruption,  and  fraud 
exist  under  "Grant's  rule"' — what,  in  the 
name  of  all  that  is  honest  and  pure,  must 
have  been  their  monstrous  character  and 
degree  under  tlie  larger  figures  of  Demo- 
cratio  i-ule,  with  an  anny  and  navy,  in 
personnel  and  material  and  contingents, 
greatly  less  than  now,  and  au  executive 
sei-vice  in  all  its  dcpartmeiits,  in  elericaf 
!?6ree  and  contingents,  comparatively  small. 

"  THE  ARMY.  " 

The  Army  furnishes  the  next  count  in 
•the  indictment.  The  pamphlet  states  that 
the  aggregate  '  *  cost  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment from  1856  to  1861— during  the  last 
six    years   of    Democratic   rule — accord- 
ing to  the  Treasury   reports,  was  $124,- 
380,000,   being  .$20,721,000  a  year,"  but 
that   "during  Grant's  six  years  the  cost 
has  been  ^358, 585, 000,  being  over  $43,000,- 
000  a  year,  or  more  than  twice  as  much 
as    under   Democratic    rule."     This   in- 
crease it  attributes  to  the   * '  oorruptions.

which,  deducted  from  $258,585,000,  would 
leave  the  aggregate  cost  of  the  War  De- 
partment for  "the  .six  years  of  Grant's 
rule,"  at  $157,8.55.388.04,  being  an  annual 
average  of  only  $25,809,230.50,  (instead  of 
$43,000,000,)  which,  reduced  to  a  gold 
standard,  is  but  little  in  excess  of  the  an- 
nual average  of  the  "last  six  years  of 
Democratic  rule, ' '  although  embracing  the 
necessarily  heavy  increase  in  the  personnel 
and  material  of  the  ai-my  and  its  oon- 
tingeuts.  "But  the  annual  militaiy  ex-

pose"' — to  "uphold  tl>o  rulin<j:  Dcmocnitie 
dyniisty,''  and  of  extondinp,  consolidatinp, 
and  periK'tuatinjj;  the  erushinj^  despotism 
of  domestic  slavery  ?  lias  he  forj^olten  nil 
this  "employment  of  tnK\ps  for  partiKin 
purposes?"  Or  the  military  raids  into  our 
oities,  tlie  '•di-at,'oonln-^''  of  their  eitizejis, 
ill  pursuit  of  fuf^itive  slaves,  by  Democratic 
Pivsidcnts,  under  the  inlluenco  of  slavery, 
and  in  violation  of  the  Constitution — of 
every  right  of  the  citizen  and  of  the  States'? 
Has  lie  forgotten  the  murderous  scenes  in 
Washington,  the  Capital  of  the  nation,  on 
"Bloody  ^londay,"  the  reckless  slaughter 
in  cold  blood  on  its  strwts  of  its  unolfend- 
ing  citizens  by  Uic  military,  at  the  com- 
mand of  James  Buchaiun,  to  gratify  the 
malice,  the  malignity  of  a  Democratic  can- 
didate for  the  potty  local  position  of  Al- 
deiTuan?

Under  this  headhig  the  pamphlet  draws 
a  "long,  long  bow."  It  manifestly  bases 
its  statements  wholly  ujwn  tlie  belief  that 
tlie  people  are  utterly  ignorant  of  the  fiicts, 
and  it  proposes  to  keep  tlieni  so.  It  s;iys 
that.  "accortUngto  the  oiiicial  reports,  the 
cost  of  the  navy  in  its  palmy  days  of  phys- 
ical strength  and  moral  ixiwer — the  last 
six  years  of  Democratic  nile — was  $79,403,- 
000,  or  $1:5,23:3,000  a  year;"  but  that,  "dur- 
iji"  Grant's  six  years,  the  cost  of  the  na\'y 
hal  been  §1:38,417,000,  or  $2:3,00'»,000  a 
year."  It  enters  next  its  .stupid,  stereo- 
typed cliarges  of  "incompetency,  protli- 
gacy,  and  eori-uption,"  but,  as  in  every 
other  ca.se,  without  a  suigle  speciiic  fact  to 
sustriin  them. 

Heucc,  if  we  strike  from  the  above  state- 
ment, a.s  in  the  case  of  the  army,  the  cx- 
traoi-diuary  from  the  currcJit  expenses, 
which  aggi-egatc  in  the  Finance  Reports 
$o<J.:3:i-,:J'J~.'-i~,  and  rcducc  the  totals  of 
the  two  periods  to  a  common  standard  fif 
paper  or  gold — the  actual  incix-ase  of  the 
Grant  penud  will  be  found  but  little  in  ex- 
cess of  the  "last  .sLx  years  of  Democratic 
iiile,""  although,  as  in  the  aiTiiy,  the  ligurcs 
i>f  the  "Grant  iK-riod"  will  embrace  the  ex- 
neu-ses  for  the  neces.sarily  heavy  increase  in 
tfcrsor.nel  and  material  of  the  na\7  and 
its  couiingcnts. 

But  its  slander  of  the  heroic  men  of  our

"In  former  times — alwii/n  before  the  Ile- 
\j)Hblic(inn  came  into  poire r — tin;  navy  was 
I  the  pride  and  boaPt  of  the   e<HUitry  ;    its. 
'  gallantry^  its  eOiciciicy,  and  eminent    ser- 
vices were  univi'i-saliy  commended,"   but 
now  "it  Ikus  .sniuk  to  Ih"  a  .shame  at  homo, 
and  a  by-wi)rd  and  scandal  abroad.'/  * 

But  when  before  in  the  histoiy  of  the 
nation  wa.s  the  navy  a  grc;itcr  "pride"  or 
"boast,"  when  was  its  "efficiency,"  "gal- 
lantry," or  "senicos"  more  "univei-sally 
commende<l,''  nion?  "eminent"  or  greater 
than  imder  the  Heimblicans?     Who  gave 
I  to   the   nation    Farragut?      Who  Porter, 
I  Foote,    and    Dahlgren?       Who    Bupont, 
}  Boggs,  and  Worden  ?     Who  tiie  hosts  of 
;  g-allant  seamen,   whose  .splendid  victories 
I  during  the  rebellion  at  New  Orleans  and 
Mobile,    at   Charleston,     Fort  Fisher,    in 
'  the  Ches;ipcake,   and  on  the  watci-s  of  the 
I  Missis-sippi  carried  the  renown  of  the  navy 
to  a    height   unsurp;Lssed  in  the    history 
of  the  world  ?     Who  but  the  Republicans? 
When,  too,  was   its   morale   or  gallantry 
more  eminent  than  now  ?    And  what  has 
the  pamphlet's  "palmy  days  of  its  physical 
strength   and   moral   power — the   last  six 
years   of    Democratic    rule'" — to    oll'set  a 
"gallantry"     and    "clliciency"   or    "ser- 
vices," so  "eminent"' or  glorioTis?     What 
was  the  "pride"'   and    "boast"   of  those 
"palmy  days?''      Why  literally   nothuig 
but  the   bombardment   and   burning,    by 
the  sloop-of-war  Cyane,  "without the  lo.ss 
of  a  single  man  on  cither  side,"  of  Grey- 
town,  ui  Nicaragua,  a  defenceless  village 
controlled   by  its   owni   countrymen! 

The  pamphlet  next  declares  that  "the 
country  was  recently  forced  to  submit  to 
insult  from  poor,  weak,  distracted  Spain  !" 
What  insult?  Was  forcing  Spain  to  accept 
the  terms  demanded  by  Grant  an  insiUt  to 
this  country?  The  pamphlet  here  is  guilty 
of  a  little  anachronism.  Spain,  now,  is  one 
of  the  great  naval  powers  of  the  world, 
I  but  in  those  "palmy  days"  it  was  truly 
j  "poor,  weak,  distracted  Spain,"  its  naval 
1  power  as  contemptible  as  it.s  military;  but 
in  those  "last  six  years  of  Democratic 
nile,"  did  not  Spain, and  with  impunity,  in- 
sult this  nation,  tiring  ui>on  ourtlag,  .stoiv 
ping  in  its  ports  our  vessels,  (the  BLack 
Warrior  and  Crescent  City,)  and  .seizing 
then-  cargoes,  ganoting  Pierce's  agents, 
(Pinto  and  Estrampcs,)  imprisoning  our 
scjmien,  and  insulting  our  citizens  travel- 
ling hi  Cuba  with  their  wives  and  daugh- 
ters, compelling  them  to  halt  and  alight, 
and  kneel  in  the  dust  before  waxen  im- 
ages held  by  mulatto  priests  I* 

But  its  eulogy  of  the  luny  even  in  those 
"palmy  days"  is  simiJy  a  cliaracteri.stic 
weapoiiof  fraud  upon  the  public.  The  navy

The  army  vs-as  the  southern  pet — the  rebel 
Demoeratic  "pride  "  and  "■boast."  Hence, 
early  in  the  history  of  "the  party,'"  in 
183!),  in  the  ''Globe,"  its  national  organ, 
hi  articles  supposed  to  be  written  by  the 
Secretary,  the  navy  was  denounced  for  "a 
total  want  of  that  esprit  du  corpx,  without 
which  there  can  be  nothing  liigh  or  enno- 
bUng  in  the  profession  of  arms,"  coui>led 
with  the  indignant  complaint  that  "  it  is 
impossible  to  make  heroes  of  men  who 
adopt  tlie  maxims  and  principles  of  cob- 
blers and  tinkers  !''  That  of  the  navy! 
Was  it  then  "a  pride  and  boast?"  Again, 
even  in  those  "palmy  days,  the  last  six 
years  of  Democratic  rule,"  the  "Naval 
Eetiring  Board,"  according  to  an  author- 
ity at  hand,  and  which  denounces  its  acts 
as  "most  atrocious,"  "wounded  the  honor 
and  inflicted  disgrace  and  poverty  upon 
the  gallant  men  of  the  navy  and  their  suf- 
fermg  families."  It  adds:  "More  than 
five  hundred  families  have  been  most  se- 
riously injured  by  this  unparalleled  tyran- 
ny of  Franklin  Pierce  and  Secretary  Dob- 
bin !"*  Was  the  navy  then  "a  pride  and 
boast?"  Yet  those  were  the  "palmy 
days" — "the  last  six  years  of  Democratic 
rule  !" 

The  pamphlet  next  charges  that  "the 
employment  of  the  navy  yards  for  corrupt 
party  purposes  is  one  of  the  most  notori- 
ous of  the  scandals  of  the  age  of  Grant- 
ism  !"  Again  its  disreputable  old  trick — 
the  charging  upon  its  opponents  the  noto- 
rious crimes  of  Democracy  !  Go  back  to 
its  very  origin — to  the  earliest  real  inves- 
tigation uito  its  "  incomi>etency,  profligacy, 
and  corruption  " — to  the  repoii  of  the  cele- 
brated Harlan  committee  of  1839,  and

IX)sed  to  carry  this  "scaaidal  "  to  a  degree 
never  before  reached,  as  was  evidenced  by 
the  false  estimates  of  tlie  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  of  the  preccdmg  session.  AYliat  was 
their  aggregate?  Not  "  $23, 000, 000." '  as 
complained  of  by  the  pamphlet  as  evideucs 
of  "incompetency,  profligacy,  and  corrup- 
tion," but  $40,000,000  !!! 

Those  estimates,  bearing  their  fraud 
upon  their  face,  were  quietly  returned  by 
the  Republican  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  t-o  the  Secretary  for  revision,  when 
he  again  sent  them  to  Congress  reduced 
to  $20,000,000,  thus  confessing  a  prodi- 
gious fraud,  a  deliberate  crime,  before 
which,  in  comparison,  Belknap's,  as  vile 
as  it  is,  sinks  into  a  mere  bagatelle.  A 
Republican  Congress  still  further  reduced 
them  to  |17,300;000  1 

These  malpractices,  therefore,  "the em- 
ployment of  the  navy  yards  for  party  pur- 
poses "  and  "political  assessments,'"  if 
criminal  and  vile,  belong  not  to  "the  age  of 
Grantism,"  but  to  the  ages  of  Democ- 
racy, its  earliest  as  well  as  its  latest,  tho 
"last  six  years  of  Democratic  rule  !"  No 
falsehood  or  misrepresentation,  however 
reckless  or  bold,  can  transfer  their  odium 
to  Republicanism  ! 

"  TUE    INDIANS.  " 

Tlie  pamphlet  charges  that,  during  "ihe 
last  six  years  of  Democratic  rule,"  (tliank.s 
to  the  vigilant  integrity  of  a  Kepublioa!i 
House,)  "the  cost  of  the  Indian  service." 
"  when  the  Indians  were  far  more  numer- 
ous" than  now,  was  $31,378,000,  or 
$3,503,000  per  year,  while  the  cost  of  rhe 
same  service  for  "  six  years  of  Grautisui " 
was  $40,935,000,  or  $6,830,000  per 
year,  "or  about  twice  as  much  as  under 
Democratic  rule." 

Now,  what  are  the  facts?  Instead  of 
the  Indians  being  "far  more  numerous" 
under  "the  last  six  years  of  Democratic 
rule,"  as  alleged,  the  official  state- 
ment is  that  the  numier  now  ainiually 
supported  by  the  Government  is  more 
than  double  that  during  those  "last  six 
years."

to  t«.',tch  tlioin  till!  mcchiiiiii;  arts  aiul  to  till 
the  soil — to  support  themselvi's — cu- 
courfl<ji"S  them  to  this  by  farnishiiifj 
them  tlui  tools  of  the  farm  and  seed,  by 
biiilain?;  them  neat  homes,  selionl  houses, 
■churches,  and  workshops — in  a  word  to 
<colouizo  and  civilize  them — to  redeem 
them  from  the  precarious  wretchedness 
•of  s;tvap;e  iife,  and  convert  them,  tinally. 
into  useful,  self-sustainiufj.  and  i)ro- 
<iucin<?  citizens.  The  residt  has  demon- 
straJ.cd  the  wisdom  as  well  as  tho  justice 
of  this  policy.  The  new  States  and  Ter- 
Titotios,  relieved  of  the  Indians,  have,  in 
the  enhanced  valuation  of  their  lands,  the 
extension  and  increased  protit.s  of  tradi-. 
and  the  augmented  jModuot  of  a  i)eaoerui 
■tilla,jl,"e,  bc\en  benetitted  to  an  extent  in- 
Snit«>ly  f^renrter  than  the  increased  cost  of 
:the  new  Imlian  service. 

All  these  grand  triumps  of  the  policy 
dnatKgurated  by  President  Grant  as  one 
of  ctvilization,  justice,  aiul  mercy,  as  op- 
postbd  to  the  old  Democratic  sy.stein  of 
robbery  and  war,  the  jtamphlet  wholly 
.igniX-es.  It  know-t  t/uit  this  iru'.t-'case  of 
Indi-xn  expenditures  ix  onhj  an  apparent 
tncre-(x^6 — that  the  Indictns  to-day  are  cost- 
ing- <}u2  nation  infinitely  less,  in  money 
and  lives,  than  at  any  former  period  un- 
der ihe  old  system!

lycv-jstof  Grant's  humane  system. f  ISever- 
thc!es.s  in  the  face  of  facts  so  notorious, 
ihe  pamphlet  charges  that  the  co.st  of  the 
Indians  now  is  about  ''twice  as  much  as 
ainder  Democratic  rule  I"

of  1\  iision.s,  before  the  Pension  ( 'oniniitt«'.! 
of  the  House,  stating  his  belief  that  "tlirc! 
millions  of  dollars"'  are  "paid  annually  on 
fraudulent  i)apers."  The  pampldct  m- 
rpiires  :  "Is  it  jiossible  that  tlii.-  luis  been 
done  without  the  knowledge  and  co:i- 
iiivanee  of  theothoialsof  various  degrees    ' 

Hut  what  are  the  facts?  It  i-;  true  tii.it 
the  nureauhaslong  suspected  theexisten'  ..• 
of  these  "fraudulent  papers,""and  haver- 
sorted  to  every  human  agency  to  detv-  !, 
ami  defeat  them,  and  with  .some  succes.-.; 
but  the  charges  of  the  pamphlet  tha^, 
"fully  lifty  thousand  arethu.s  fiandiileutiy 
drawing  lu-nsion.s,"  iindthal  "huudivdb't' 
fraiiduient  names'"  are  monthly  put  on  tlv 
roll""  of  pensions,  unsustained  as  they  a. v. 
by  any  fact  known  to  the  departmunt,  or 
even  pretended  in  the  pamphlet,  atv  simply 
and  impudently  false.  The  largest  uur.i- 
ber  of  the  frav\ds  "believed""  to  exi-et  .i:o 
pcrpete-ated,  not  against  the  departinen.. 
but  against  the  pensioner. 

The  radical  cause,  and  that  which  create.* 
the  greatest  dilliculty.  rendering  combina- 
tions or  conspiracies  for  fraud  easy,  is  tlu! 
ex  parte  nature,  under  the  law,  of  the  ai- 
fidavits  upon  which  the  application  i.s  based. 
In  the  South,  where  the  pensioners  ai'i 
chiedy  negroes,  untutored  and  iguoraitt, 
and  the  attorneys  arc  whites — CK-rebcis. 
model  Democrats — a  wide  tield  of  fraud 
exists,  and  gives  the  IJurcau  its  gi-eat«^sfc 
trouble.  The  pensioner,  in  his  simplicity 
and  ignorance,  .■swears  to  whato\er  his  a'- 
torney  demands.  The  aj. plication  istile.i. 
Every  precautior.  in  the  premises  is  taken 
by  the  Bureau.  The  ajiplicant  is.  sent  to 
a  distant  town  for  t-.\amination  by  a  sti-ango 
physician,  his  identity  is  rigidly  inquired 
into  by  the  special  agent  of  liisli>cality.  lu.s 
record  in  the  Adjutant  <  tonerar.>»  Oflio', 
the  roll  of  his  ivgiment  and  of  his  company, 
are  searched,  his  muster-out  or  discharg  ; 
paix^rs,  and  thet^'stimony  of  his  command- 
ing othcer  and  of  the  regimental  siirgeoii, 
if  to  be  had,  arc  all  reiiuired.  and  thii.s 
thousands  are  baffled  ;  but  many  get 
through,  when  the  rebel  ationicy,  iho 
pamphlet"s  model  of  Democratic  honesty, 
coolly  pockets  the  pension,  and  swindle.i 
the  Buivau  or  his  client!  Thi-s  is  the  greiit 
abuse  with  which  the  Bureau  lias  M  con- 
;  tend.  Italsoexu^ts  in  the  North  and  West, 
through  corrupt  combinations  in  largo 
cities,  where  the  relxd  sympathizer,  ;us  th« 
ex-re1x>l  in  the  South — all  models  of  Dem- 
I  ocratic  honesty — garners  a  rich  harvest  of 
I  fraud.     These  facts  are  notorious'. 


A  cure  for  this  rasciiity  is  the  grca.t 
f)i'ol)i€in  of  the  Biii-eau.  How  to  detect 
;u«l  defeat  the  frauds,  and  punish  their 
.'tuthors '?  It  was  in  a  discus-sion  of  that 
problem  that  the  ai-ticle  in  F-oniey's  Press 
waa  wi"itten,  and  which  induced  Mr.  Atkin- 
son to  appear  before  the  committee. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  beneficiaries  of 
the  frauds  are  the  authors  of  tlie  clamoi-s 
against  the  Bureau.  The5«  are  always 
loudest  in  Democratic  localities.  In  all 
such  communities  there  is  hardly  a  rebel 
sympathizing  man  or  woman  who  is  not- 
ready  to  swear  that  eveiy  pensioner  in  the 
district  is  a  fraud.  Charges  to  that  effect 
are  daily  made  to  the  Bureau,  as  in  Demo- 
cratic joxirnals,  but  wh^i  the  special  agent 
visits  the  locality,  when  he  calls  upon  the 
author  of  the  charges  and  demands  his 
proofs,  in  ninety-r.ine  cases  out  of  a  hun- 
dred, he  has  no  proofs;  he  refers  to  another 
for  til*  autliority,  and  so  on  throughout 
the  distnct.  each  giving  hLs  fellow  for  au- 
thority, knowing  notliing  himself,  and  the 
investigation  fails. 

Such  are  some  of  tlie  difficulties  of  tlie 
Peusiou  Bureau,  the  well-known  ciiuses 
iuid  sources  of  its  frauds.  They  compel 
Uic  constant  exercise  of  all  the  sagacity — 
all  the  vigilance — of  the  Republican  ''offi- 
("iais  of  vanou;;  degrees?"'  But  in  them 
ail,  is  thoic  any  foundation,  any  justifica- 
tion of  the  pamphlet's  inuendo  that,  from 
Barrett  to  Atkinson,  so  soon  as  a  lieprrbli- 
can  oflicLil  has  discovered  fraud,  and  at- 
f,empted  to  eradicate  it,  he  has  been  com- 
pelled to  resign'?  Is  it  probable  that  Gen. 
.  t^i-ant — any  Republican  President — any 
piessme  from  any  Republican  source — 
would  aiTftign  or  condemn  a  liepviblican 
official  for  exposing  and  attempting  to  pun- 
isli  Democratic  fraud — the  characterLstic 
"honesty"'  of  model  Democracy? 

"the     SANBORN     CONTRACTS"   AND    GEN- 
ERAL ORDER  BUSINESS. 

Under  this  head  the  attempt  of  the 
pamphleteer  is  to  create  the  impression 
that  conti-acts  "for  the  fanning  of  the 
leveuues"'  to  the  extent  of  iS;ib,000,000 
were  comiittly  given  to  SanT)orn  as  a  par- 
ly favorite  ;  that  such  contracts  were  pe- 
ctiliar  to  the  liepnblicans  ;  t.iat  "  the  otli- 
cers  appointed  and  paid  to  collect  the  rev- 
enue were  ordered  to  assist  him;"  that 
yauborn  was  to  receive  one-half  of  his  col- 
lections, and  that  he  and  others,  ''under 
similar  contracts,"  actually  collected  and 
divided  immense  amounts.  The  j^am- 
2)hlet  urges  :  "In  these  corrupt  trades  we 
see  how  taxes  wrung  from  the  people  have 
been  applied,"  and  adds  :  "Further  com- 
ments upon  this  monstrous  swindle  is  su- 
perfluous?" 

As  a  matter  of  fact  this  class  of  con- 
tracts, and  the  system  under  which  they 
originated,  are  parts  of  the  Democratic 
legacy  of  corruption  to  the  Republicans. 
Similar  contracts  for  a  like  pui-]>osc  existed 


.!«  far  back  as  Guthrie's  administration  o? 
the  Treasury,  and  for  a  time  they  -were* 
contuiued  under  ' '  Grantism, ' '  until  their 
character  was  miderstood,  when  they  were 
promptly  aimulled  by  Secreta«-y  Boutwell. 
Only  a  small  amount  was  collect«<l  Tinder 
them;  and  subsequently,  a^s  the  result  of 
an  investigation  into  tlieir  charact.€3-  by 
the  Republican  House  Committ&e  of 
Ways  and  Means,  all  claims  imder  them 
in  any  quarter  wei-e  forever  exclude*'!.  * 

Right  here  a  brief  liistory  of  the  system 
out  of  which  they  gTew  and  its  authors, 
will  be  mstructive.  In  1844.  the  parrisans 
of  James  K.  Polk,  the  Democratic  candi- 
date for  the  Presidency,  solemnly  pl&dged 
him  before  the  people  as  in  favor  of  Uie 
protective  tariff  of  1842;  but  instalk^d  m. 
office,  under  the  lash  of  the  pi-os5aTery 
power,  Polk,  in  the  teeth  of  tliose  ple-ilges^ 
recommended  and  approved  the  free-ti-ade 
tariff  of  1840,  and  with  it  introduced  the 
coiTupt  Euroix;an  warehouse  system, 
which,  in  1854,  was  extended  t-o  emlJi-aoe 
private  warehouses.  Out  of  these  grew 
the  class  of  contracts  called  the  ^"San- 
born." Also,  the  "seizure  bureau/'  and 
the  "  general  order  "  busmess,  that  noto- 
rious over-ripe  "big  plum"  of  the  ^ew 
York  coUectorship.  In  1867,  the  "big 
plum  ' '  was  investigated  by  the  Re>  abli- 
cau  House  Committee  on  Pi;blic  Expendi- 
tures. Andrew  Johnson  was  Presi.'flent. 
Henry  A.  Smythe  had  been  appointe-d  his 
collector  At  New  York.  What  did  titte  in- 
vestigation develop  ?  Tuni  to  tlie  com- 
mittee's exi>osure  of  a  characteristic  l>em- 
ocratic  "White-house  speculation  !  '^ 

The  collector,  Henry  A.  Smythe,  fsi-med 
to  ccrtaui  parties  the  famous  "bigpUim," 
the  "general  order"  business,  for  $4^1),  00© 
per  annum.  That  sum  could  ouSy  be 
realized  by  the  fanners  ol  the  b'jsineKS  by 
the  extortion  of  illegal  cliarges  -jipoiia  the 
goods  stored  under  "general  ord«iii-s,"' 
which  charges  subsequently  entered  int©> 
the  cost  of  the  goods,  and  became  vaxe-s 
upon  the  people.  But  "big  plum '"  as  ic 
was,  the  collector  was  not  allowed  tc->  ap- 
propriate it  wholly,  but  was  forced  tu  di- 
vide the  corrupt  morsel.  Among  vi'iiom.?

against  the  President?  Again  they  were 
caught  in  the  toils.  The  President  had  al- 
ready pardoned  Marsli,  and  he  returned, 
not  under  the  intiuence  of  the  Democratic 
Hou.se,  but  to  its  discomfiture,  under  the 
intiuence   of  Grant ! 

As  to  his  resignation,  Belknap  declares,

ecutive usurpations,  legislative  ini(iuit3r 
in  vilo  acts  begotten  in  tyranny,  enacted 
in  corruption,  and  enforced  in  blood;  re- 
pudiating the  consequences  of  its  crimes, 
enlarging  their  burdens  upon  its  oppo- 
nents and  denouncing  them  before  ihe 
people,  and  closing  those  terrible  "'last  six 
years  of  Democratic  rule'"  in  open  rebellion 
for  the  destruction  of  the  nation!
